Calling attention to the fact that 


failure to register is a violation of 
law and makes the delinquent lia- 
ble penalty, Brig. General E. L. 
Compere, Arkansas State Director, 
of Selective Service, today outlin- 
ed registration requirements under 
the Selective Service Act of 1948, 
as extended, which he said he be- 
lieved were not throughly under- 
stood by all of the general public 


"The obligation to register," Gen- 


eral .Compere said,; .'Us a contin- 
uing obligation . and inu.st be ful- 
'. 
. 


- regardless ' of whether^men 
are being inducted into the armed 


• forces under the Selective Service 


Act. The obligation to register is 
imposed by the Act :on 
every 


male, citizen or resident, in the, 
United States between the ages of 
18 and 26, with only the general 
exception of members of the arm- 
ed forces on active duty and cer- 
tain aliens.' 


The young man who becomes 


18 is required to register at 
a 


local board office within five days 
of the date of his eighteenth birth- 
day, General Compere explained, 
but if he happens to be away from 
home he need not return; he may 
register at the nearest local board 
convenient to him and the record 
will be seht to the local board hav- 
ing jurisdiction, even though it is 
in another state.After he registers, 
It is mandatory that a registrant 
keep his local board informed of 
any change in his address or change 
in status, the director pointed out. 
This applies after he becomes 26 
as well as before.

Average Scoutmaster Isn't 
a Heroic Figure But He Is 
Doing a Wonderful Job

Valley Forge, Pa., — (/P) — The 


aver scoutmaster isn't a-very heroic 
looking figure. 


But he is the real hero of the 


biggest youth movement in Ameri- 
ca—scouting. 


There are thousands of scout- 


masters here to supervise the ac- 
tivities of the 47,000 boy scouts at- 
tending their second national jubi- 
lee. 


Some are bronzed and muscled 


young veterans of the last world 
war. Some are elderly. But I sup- 
pose a composite picture of them 
all would produce this t y p i c a l 
scoutmaster: 


He is short, middle-aged, balding, 


and puffs going up a hill on a hike. 
He is good-natured and 
long-suf- 


fering. He either owns a 
small 


business or holds a minor execu- 
tive post in some one else's busi- 
ness. He probably has a kid or 
two of his own. His scouts don't 
pay him much open deference. 
They torment him often, but they 
obey him at the right time — and 
they like him. 


He works voluntarily and with- 


out pay. He gives up his week- 
ends—and often his vacations —to 
take a group of other men's boy& 
tramping through the woods to 
learn the ways of nature. He tries 
to teach them fellowship, brother- 
hood, social responsibility — and 
personal independence and 
self- 


reliance. 


Since he works with boys rang- 


ing from 11 to 18, this means he 
must be a mixture of mother, fa- 
ther, older brother, priest, judge, 
advisor and teacher. That's a lot to 
ask from a guy who gives his time 
for nothing. 


As a top scout executive said: 
"It is easy to poke fun at scout- 


masters, and the cartoonists do. 
But they are the backbone of the 
scouting 
movement. W i t h o u t 


them it would fail. You couldn't 
raise the money to pay these men 
for what they do of their own free 
will." 


A balding, sunburned, paunch- 


heavy man in shorts may look a 
bit ridiculous plowing through a 
forest with a pack of agile yap- 
ping boys at his heels. He may 


like a fussy hen trying to po- 


lice its wayward chicks. 


But he probably knows th-t, too. 
ae thing is, he also has a feeling 


configurable satisfaction t h a t 


his fun is in seeing that his boys 
have some fun and g r o w up 
healthy, strong and idealistic. They 
help him stay young in heart him- 
self. 


It is a pleasant thing at 
this 


jamboree to note wonderful 
rela- 


tionship between h good s c o u t - 
rnaster and his troop. 
The key 


word is—informality. 


A Prussian scoutmaster 
might 


maintain better discipline by ex- 
ercising the authority of age and 
rank. That would work in Ger- 
many, but it wouldn't work well 
in America. If there were 
many 


scoutmasters of that 
type 
here, 


there wouldn't be as many 
boy 
scouts. 


For American boys resent being 


bossed, but do want and accept 
guidance. They expect their scout- 
master above all to be "a g o o d 
Joe." And if he is, they may call 
him by his first name and play 
pranks on him, but when he says, 
"fellows, this is what we have to 
do"—well, they do it. N o b o d y 
ever got any real respect from a 
boy by insisting on being called 
"sir." 


A real scoutmaster bridges that 


twilight gap between the child and 
the adult, helps ferry the growing 
boy safely on the perilous voyage 
from adolescence to manhood. 


And anyone who can do t h a t 


knows a reward greater 
than a 
paycheck.

As Hirohito passed, his subjects 


bowed until their foreheads al- 
most touched the ground. Tears 
streamed down their cheeks when 
they lifted their faces. 


Different With Soldiers 
The younger Japanese,particular- 


ly the men, were not so emotional. 
Among them were former soldiers, 
sailors and airmen who signed ov- 
er their.lives to! the emperor when 
they entered service. 


They stood rigidly at attention 


as the emperor walked by, then 
bowed sharply. The onlooker could 
feel that these men 
would 
act 


again as they had in the past tow- 
ard their emperor, "divine" or 
not. 


The emperor's visit meant little 


more than, a holiday from'school 
for the thousands of children who 
turned out waving paper flags with 
the circle of the sun on a white 
field. 


They haven't had time to under- 


stand who the emperor is. To them 
he is a phrase, "Tenno Heika," 
(imperial majesty"). 


And when he passed they were 


told to shout "Banzai," and they 
did. But they will learn. 


They will learn what their par- 


ents teach them. And so in time 
they will bow like

brothers and sisters, and later they 
will kneel on the straw mats.
